The  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen:  - 


The  year  was  a  notable  one  in  that  the  main  drainage 
scheme  was  finally  approved  and  your  Council  were  able  to  commence 
active  steps  to  bring  the  town  into  full  conformity  with  modern 
acceptable  standards  for  a  progressive  urban  area*  This  enabled 
a  further  very  important  step  forward  to  be  takon  with  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  public  health  inspector  in  preparation 
for  a  slum  clearance  programme,  necessarily  delayed  as  long  as  new 
council  house  building  waited  upon  adequate  drainage  facilities* 

Mention  was  made  during  the  year  of  the  presence  of  a 
small  amount  of  fluorido  in  the  town  water  supply*  The  amount  is 
one  half  of  the  infinitesimal  quantity  required  to  exert  the  full 
beneficial  effect  upon  children’s  teeth.  The  addition  of  an  equal 
tiny  quantity  would  effect  a  major  improvement  in  the  children’ s 
teeth  which  would  last  them  long  into  adult  life  and  defer  for  many 
years  the  attainment  of  that  degree  of  oral  crippledom  which  calls 
for  crutches  in  the  shape  of  false  teeth.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  Bosconbe  and  Dorchester  continue 
to  give  the  district  good  service.  The  Laboratories  undertake  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foods* 

It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  tho  case  of  infectious  or 
suspected  infectious  diseases.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  Report 
of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  for  1957:- 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Tho  Bournemouth  and  District  YTater  Company  is  the  statutory  water  undertaking  for 
the  area.  The  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  well  situated  at  V/alford.  It  is 
chlorinated  and  softened. 


10  samples  taken  from  various  main  supply  taps  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  proved  satisfactory.  A  typical  analysis  of  the  water  supplied  to  the

X&J  Main  Drainage  Scheme 

Considerable  progress  on  the  Scheme  to  provido  main  drainage  for  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  and  Disposal  Works  to  deal  with  sewage  from 
parts  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  and  the  ¥ inborn©  and  Cranborno  Rural  District  was 
made  in  1957* 

Tho  Scheme  was  approvod  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  May  but  the  Ministry  asked  that  detailed  plans  and 
documents  be  prepared  for  one  section  only  of  the  Scheme*  However,  following 
representations  made  by  tho  Council  to  the  Ministry  (after  discussion  with 
representatives  of  the  County  Council,  Poole  and  the  Nimborne  and  Cranborno 
Rural  District  Councils)  the  Ministry  agreed  that  the  Council  proceed  with  tho 
preparation  of  detailed  plans  and  documents  for  the  whole  Scheme* 

The  plans  and  documents  were  forwarded  to  tho  Ministry  in  November  and 
the  following  month  the  Ministry  authorised  the  Council  to  go  to  tender  for 
the  Scheme* 


( b)  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks* 

The  number  emptied  by  contract  during  the  year  was  466. 

( c)  Pail  Closets* 

There  arc  718  premises  from  which  night  soil  is  collected  twice  a 

week* 


The  fact  that  two  complaints  only  w ore  received  during  tho  year 
indicates  that  this  service  is  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Council’ s 
workmen. 

There  are  three  food  premises  and  twenty  six  houses  through  which 
these  pails  have  to  bo  carried. 

The  sewage  is  collected  in  sullage  trailers,  deposited  in  a  water¬ 
tight  tank  and  regularly  removed  by  contractors. 

REFUSE 


The  total  quantity  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  by  incineration 
was  1003  tons*  The  quantity  of  waste  paper  deposited  in  the  dustbins  is  vory 
high  and  a  local  campaign  to  encourage  householders  to  burn  this  could  be 
considered  by  tho  Council* 


COMPLAINTS  AMD  NUISANCES 


Only  22  official  complaints  were  received,  but  many  additional  verbal 
complaints  were  investigated  and  dealt  with.

FOOD  AND  FOOD  IREMISES 

Because  of  pressure  of  other  work  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  detail  inspection 
of  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955#  but  it  is  knovtffrom 
previous  inspections  that  many  of  the  premisos  comply  with  these  Regulations. 

Regulation  9  states  "that  a  person  should  rofrain  from  tho  use  of  tobacco  while  9 
handling  open  food  or  is  in  any  food  room  in  which  there  is  open  food" . 

It  has  been  noted  that  this  Regulation  is  not  being  observod  particularly  before  and 
after  the  normal  shopping  hours

HOUSING 


Following  the  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  the 
Council  Slum  Clearance  Proposals  the  Council  appointed  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  commenced  duty  on  the  1st  November,  1957* 

A  number  of  visits  were  made  to  arrivo  at  a  general  assessment  of  the  problems  and 
to  decido  the  order  in  which  the  various  properties  would  be  doalt  with. 

One  house  was  closed  as  the  result  of  representations,  ton  houses  fully  inspected 
for  representation  and  roport,  and  eleven  unfit  houses  in  which  defects  were 
remedied  after  informal  action. 

Throe  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  Part  11  of  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Rent  Act,  1957  >  were  applied  for  and  certificates  issued. 

4wo  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  and  approved  in  the  sun 
of  £174.10.0
